Different Interpretations, 

The company points to a section 
of the tariff which says that “straw 
hats known as harvest haft®’ shall 
come in at 25 per cent ad valorem 
duty. Custom officials maintain 
that elsewhere the tariff law says 
that palm’ leaf and other materia! 
used in hats shall be taxed 36 per 
cent. 

Anyway, the Customs Bureau 
has been applying the 36 per cent 
tax on\ the palm-leaf hats , 
they are not “straw in fact.” ‘The 
Caradine company contends that 
since use of cheaper fibers virtu- 
ally stopped the use of “real 
straw’’ in these “farm” hats years 
ago, Congress had in mind the 
trade’s ‘‘straw harvest hat’’ desig- 
nation when it passed the Jast tar- 
iff bill. , 

Large Amount Involved. 

The 10-per-cent difference in tax 
amounts .to only 60 cents a gross. 
but as 500,000 gross are Imported 
annually through the “port of St. 
Louls,”’ the total sum involved rans 
into large figures. 

Three other St. Louts firms— 
the Mexican American Hat. Co., 
the International Harvest Hat Co. 
and the Shelton Hat Co.—have 
similar cases docketed in the Cus- 
toms Court.

LONDON, Feb, 6.—George Ber- 
nard Shaw and G. K. Chesterton 
have been giving out interviews all 


day on the subject of the English 
breakfast. Peggy O'Neil started 
the quarrel by writing a letter to 
@ newspaper, asserting the Eng- 
lishman’s breakfast of bacon and 
eggs reduced the originality of 
their outlook. She pleaded for 
more fruit at breakfast. 

The two literary gentlemen im- 
mediately entered into a discussion 
through interviews, which have 
gone like this: 

Chesterton. “I am very fond of 
Americans and admire many things 
in American society, but not their 
breakfasts. They have none be- 
cause they sleep in hot houses, 
wake up horribly thirsty and so 
there is nothing for it but to drink 
gallons of iced water or alcoho] 
and nibble fresh fruit. It is the 
worst kind of materialism to think 
meat turns to refuse immediately 
If there is one 
glorious thing in England which 
must never die it is the breakfast 
of bacon and eggs.” 


Shaw. “Why bacon? Do Jews 
i 


never enjoy breakfast?” 

Chesterton. “Anyone who can- 
not be bright over their breakfast 
must be a confirmed pessimist.” 

Shaw. “Why? Pessimists who 
are always confirmed in their views 
by the morning paper are usually 
particularly bright and ‘todd you 
so’ at breakfast.” 

Chesterton. “If there is any- 
thing to justify armed assault on 
the United States it is their at- 
tempt to introduce iced water and 
fresh fruit in bulk to the English 
breakfast table.’’ 

Shaw. “Must we always be con- 
demned to slops and marmalade? 
No, if we had buckwheat cakes and 
molasses I would have sympa- 
thized. But fresh fruit! My mouth 
waters.”’ 

Chesterton. “Mr. Shaw would 
have been a very intelligent man if 
only he had always had boiled ele- 
phant or fried tiger for breakfast.’’ 

Shaw. ‘‘Pardon me, Mr. Shaw is 
a very intelligent man.” 

Chesterton. “Is there any an- 
swer fruitarians (who are surely 
nearer to Methuselah) to this su- 
per-carnivorian ?”’ 

Shaw. ‘“‘Methuselah could hard- 
ly be expected to go on eating pigs 
and aborted pullets every morning 
for 969 years. Manna will be the 
food of the future.”

A note addressed to 
the Corpner which read: “I have 
taken my own life because I would 
rather die now than spend the rest 
of my life in an insane asylum. 
Kindly prepare my body and notify 
my brother, Hon. John T. Christie, 
Marion, Ia.” In his pooket was 
found a Philadelphia newspaper 
clipping describing his work on 
the gyroscopic unicycle in a work- 
shop in Philadelphia. 
about 58 years old. 

Prof. Christie was a graduate of 
Iowa University and was a friend 
of the late Charles H. Steinmetz, 
electrical wizard. He served as an 
instructor in mathematics, astron- 
omy and chemistry in Indiana Nor- 
mal University and later was on 
the faculty of Saint John’s College, 
Annapolis, Md., and Hastings Col- 
lege, Nebraska. 

He was for a short time presi- 
dent of Garfield University, Wich- 
ita, Kan. During the war he did 
experimental work for the Gov- 
ernment. During his lessons in 
astronomy he used a gyroscope 
made especially for him to demon- 
Strate the rotation ang momentum 
of the earth. This led him to spec- 
ulate on the possibility of apply- 
ing the principle of the gyroscope 
to some new form of locomottion. 
He constructed his first model at 
Cedar Rapids, Ia., in £919.

| SALT HARDER THAN STEEL 


Russian Scientist Reports Remark- 
able Results in Increasing Resist- 
ance of Many Materials, 


MOSCOW, Feb. 6.—Vast techni- 
cal possibilities are suggested by a 
discovery by which the Russian ac- 
ademician Joffe declares he had 
been able to increase vastly the re-| 
sisting properties of various sub-! 
stances. Thys common rock salt, 


a cubic millimeter of which nor- 
mally breaks under the pressure of 
one pound, supports 300 pounds 
after treatment. It thus becomes 
harder than steel. Similar results 
are declared to have been attained 
with other substances. 

A study of disintegration, made 
with the help of the X-rays, has 
demonstrated, says Joffe, that this 
disintegration proceeds from cracks 
in the outermost crystals making 
up matter. When these defects are 
cured by proper treatment, the ma- 
terial can. be disintegrated only by 
vastly increased pressures. 

Joffe’s experiments are still in 
their first stages, but have, he re- 
ports, shown remarkable results in 


ing metals.

TELLS HOW FOODS ARE 
ADULTERATED WITH WATER 


Government Expert Instances St. 
Louisan Who Fixed Up 3 Car- 
loads of Chickens. 


Adulteration of food products 
with water is not necessarily dele- 
terious to health, but it leads to 
some unusual fraudulent practices 
in trade, says Ernest R. Smith, 
chief of the food and drug labora- 
tory of the U. 8S. Department of 
Agriculture in the old customhouse, 
Third and Olive streets. 


Speaking before the St. Louis 
section of the American Chemical 
Society at a dinner and meeting at 
the Warwick Hotel Monday night,

Smith told of one such case. A St. 
Louis poultry shipper sent three 
carloads of dressed chickens to an 
Eastern soup manufacturer. The 
fowls were found to be five to 12 
ounces each overweight. Govern- 
mental laboratory investigation dis- 
closed that the shipper had in- 
creased the weight by injecting wa- 
ter and then freezing the birds. 
Civil and criminal investigation re- 
sulted. 

Smith, who, spoke with his chief 
assistant, L. C. Mitchell, on the U. 
S. Food and Drug Act and water 
adulteration of foods and drinks, 
said the first recorded liquor adul- 
terations were made by Pliny the 
Elder. Roman scholar, who lived 
in the First century. Rich men of 
Pliny’s time, he said, complained 
of the adulteration of wines from 
Gaul, because the manufacturers 
used artificial colorings and flavor- 
ings. Pliny also described, he said, 
the practice of certain bakers of 
his gay, of adding to their bread 
products “a white earth, soft to the 
touch and sweet to the taste,” ob- 
tained on the hillsides of the road 
from Pazzuli to Naples. 


TEXAS BABY, WEIGHING UNDER 
A POUND AT BIRTH, LIVES 


Infant Was One of Twins and Its 
First Food Was Taken From 
Water Dropper. 

FORT WORTH, Tex.—Weigh- 
ing three-quarters of a pound at 
birth, a girl baby, born to Mr. and 
Mrs. M. R. Watson of Fort Worth, 
will probably live, according to at- 
tending physicians. The small in- 
fant was one of twins. The other 
baby, a boy, died a few hours after 
birth and weighed one and one- 
half pounds. 

Two days after birth the in- 
fant’s “meal” consisted of 40 drops 
of water and 25 drops of milk and 
her weight increased to one pound 
and two ounces. After the second 
day of life the “ration” of food was 
increased one drop every meal.

MOTION PICTURES TAKEN FOR

United Railways Films Conductor

The United Railways has had 
moving pictures taken of a conduc- 
tor adjusting a trolley to show @ 
jury in a damage suit for personal 
injuries that a man leaning out of 
a car window to adjust a trolley 
is in no danger of being crushed 
by a trailer car.

tologists to decipher. Meanwhile, 
five boxes containing the cornices 
and the two doors af the fourth 
shrine’ were dispatched to the 
laboratory near by.

In a series of programs to test 
the possibilities of long distance 
broadcasting, Radio Station K 8S D., 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, was 
on the air for a continuous period 
of 11% hours, from 8 p. m. last 
night until 7:30 a. m. today. For 
variety, musical content and dura- 
tion it was one of the most re- 
markable broadcasting feats ever 
attempted. It is, of course, too 
early to reach any conclusion as 
to the distance tt which the ail- 
night features ‘were heard, but 
while the programs were still un- 
der way many telegrams and tele- 
phone messages reached the studio 
from pérsens who had heard the 
musie and addresses clearly at con- 
siderable distances.

VEGETABLES

the quality of these canned vege-

Much of that 
“canned” or deadly flat taste that 
some peoplé accuse the canned 
vegetables of possessing may be 
changed so as to bring the original 
pristine freshness of flavor back, 
by giving the vegetable an airing 
before it is cooked. 

To.do this open the can and 
empty the contents out into a 
shallow earthen dish, where they 
may stand exposed to the air for 
an hour or two before using. This 
will make a great change in phe 
flavor of canned peas especially. 

Canned vegetables should, of 
course, he heated in the liquid 
from the can lest any flavor be 
lost, but if seasoning is to be 
added a part or all-of this liquid 
should be drained off before the 
seasoning is added, otherwise the 
vegetables will either be a sloppy. 
watery mess when served or a per- 
fectly good fat and flavor will dis- 
appear down the kitchen sink. The 
liquid should go into the soup pot. 

Canned vegetables like fresh ones 
are improved by addition of sea- 
soning. Heating or almost frying 
beets, spinach or any of the 
greens in butter or bacon fat sea- 
soned with a bit of finely minced 


| onion and serving them with a 


dash of lemon or vinegar greatly 


| improves the flavor. 


With some vegetable combina- 
either green pepper or 
onion may be used for flavor, 
improved by adding 
another vegetable such as carrots 


and peas and some natural born 
cooks favor a wee bit of fresh 
mint with peas,
